The proposed $1,500,000 muni- 
cipal bond issue for a park to con- 
nect Memorial and Aloe plazas, 
defeated by voters last March, will 
be resubmitted at a special elec- 
tion Sept. 29 under an ordinance 
passed by the Board of Aldermen 


today. 
The park is an important 
part of plans for a _ middle- 


income housing development in 
the area bounded by Fifteenth, 
Eighteenth, Chestnut and Olive 
streets. Defeat of the bonds at 
the March election by fewer than 
5000 votes was attributed to the 
confusing nature of the ballot in 
which the voter had to scratch 
“No” in order to vote “Yes.” A 
simpler ballot will be used in 
September. 

Alderman Ben Oliver, Sixth 
Ward, and DeWitte T. Lawson, 
Nineteenth Ward, both Demo- 
crats, voted against the bill, which 
was passed 20 to 2.

Rhee indicated the firm per- 
sonal conviction that he would 
have unquestioned loyalty from 
South Korean troops in the event 
it was necessary to withdraw from 
U.N. operational command. He 
has a good case if the response of 
the South Korean guards at U.N. 
prison camps is any criterion. 
There was no doubt during the 
period of the mass breakouts that 
South Korean guards, although 
technically in U.N. employ, gave 
their first loyalty to the orders of 
President Rhee and were pre- 
pared openly to defy U.N. counter 
measures. 


Points of Objection. 


Rhee’s objections to the armi- 
stice, which has been completed 
except for the formal signature 
of both sides, were on two main 
points: 

First, that the Chinese Com- 
munists are left in North Korea. 
Second, that it provides for In- 
dian armed forces (Rhee considers 
India pro-Communist) and per- 
Switzerland and Czechoslovakia 
to have entry to South Korea to 
take custody of prisoners unwill- 
ing to be repatriated to their 
Communist homeland. While in 
this custody the prisoners would 
receive “explanations” from Com- 
munist representatives as to why 
they should return home. Rhee 
says this would amount to de- 
liberately subjecting loyal anti- 
Reds to Communist brainwashing. 
It would be a mistake to con- 
sider President Rhee in either a 
defiant or a reckless mood. He 
fully realizes the weight of world

Harrison, chief Allied delegate.

Calls Eisenhewer Unrealistic. 

Rhee believes that President 
Eisenhower is well-intentioned in 
his pledges to seek unification of 
Korea after an armistic but is 
totally unrealistic. He believes 
that under the terms of the pres- 
ent truce it would be impossible 
to get the Chinese out of North 
Korea and that in fact the armis- 
ice would be a prelude to Com- 
munist engulfment of the south 
just as Hitler's annexation of the 
Sudetenland led to the enslave- 
ment by force of all of Czecho- 
slovakia. 

President Rhee is not neces- 
sarily insisting on military unifi- 
cation of Korea. He said today 
his Government would go along 
with a truce if it included the 
following terms: 

Provisions for the simultaneous 
withdrawal of both U.N, and Chi- 
nese forces from Korea if this 
withdrawal were conditioned by 
a mutual defense pact to be con- 
cluded between the United States 
and Korea, 

Imposition of a. three-month 


limitation on the political confer- 
ence following the armistice so 
that if no satisfactory result were 
found at the end of the deadline 
the armistice would be considered 
terminated.

The government headed 
Mayer fell May 21, but pending 
selection of a new government, 
Mayer and his outgoing cabinet 
conduct day-to-day business as a 
caretaker regime. 

On the day the plan for a Big 
Three session was announced last 
month, the French Government of 
Premier Rene Mayer fell, and 
four efforts to form a new one 
have failed since then. 

Originally, it was hoped that 
the talks—which Churchill has 
been plugging as a possible pre- 
liminary to Big Four sessions 
with Premier Malenkov of Rus- 
sia—would get under way late 
this month.

Collusion in P. O. W. Escapes

T HE actions of the Government of the Republic of Korea in 


Communist prisoners of war 


connection with the recent mass outbreaks of Korean anti- 


were clearly a direct violation of 


the authority vested in me as commander in chief, United Nations 
Command. The Republic of Korea has acknowledged this authority 
since the summer of 1950 when it freely and voluntarily assigned 


command of all land, sea and air forces of the Republic of Korea 
to the commander, United Nations Command, for the duration of 
hostilities—authority which, prior to the events of June 18, 1953, it 


has never questioned. 

‘President Eisenhower has 
forcefully called this matter to 
the attention of President Rhee, 
and I have made urgent represen- 
tations to President Rhee on the 
same subject. The actions of the 
government of Korea on June 18 
also dfrectly violated solemn as- 
surances repeatedly givén to me 
in person by President Rhee over 
the past several weeks that no 
overt and unilateral action would 
be taken by his Government in 
connection with the removal of, 
or interference with, ROK forces 
under the United Nations Com- 
mand without prior consultation 
with me. 

These assurances from the re- 
head of a soverei 
state I accepted in good faith. 
It is now tragically clear, how- 
ever, that President Rhee has 
unilaterally abrogated his previous 
assurances and that the mass out- 
breaks of Korean anti-Communist 
prisoners of war were not only 
aided but actually engineered by 
officials and troops of the ROK 
Government. 


Assurances Deemed Safficient. 


It was realized, of course, that 
the ROK Government had the 
capability of taking unilateral ac- 
on with regard to the release 
of prisoners of war. It was also 
known that certain elements in 
the ROK Government had ad- 
vocated privately and publicly that 
such action be taken. The per- 
sonal assurances of President 
Rhee, however, were considered 
sufficient guarantee that no such 
action would be taken without 
prior consultation with me. I 
cannot emphasize too strongly my 
surprise and disappointment that 
this very serious step was taken. 
In the light of developments 
over the past few weeks, during 
which the intransigent attitude of 
certain ROK officials toward an 
armistice became increasingly ap- 
parent, I gave careful considera- 
tion to the advisibility of replac- 
ing the ROK security force units 
at Korean. anti-Communist P.O.W. 
camps with other U.N. units. With 
the full knowledge of my Govern- 
ment, decision was made not to 
do so for several reasons: 
First: The speically trained 
ROKA (Republic.of Korean Army) 
security forces which had per- 
formed their duties in a commend- 
able manner had given no evi- 
dence of disaffection. Because 
they are of the same race and 
speak the same language as the 
prisoners they were guarding, 
they filled the need which could 
not be fully met from any other 
sources within my command. 
Second: In the delicate situa- 
tion which prevailed, any move to 
replace ROK units would have re- 
flected on the trustworththess of 
those units and on the ROK, and 
might have precipitated the very 
kind of situation in the camps 
with the ROK which the U.N.C. 
has been very anxious to avoid. 
Third: U.N. combat units were 
critically needed at the front, par- 


ticularly in view of the desperate 
attacks launched by the enemy 


during the past few weeks; to 
have withdrawn the several thou- 
sand men necessary to replace 
the ROKA security forces units 
would have constituted a serious 
drain on our front-line forces 


Prisoners Informed. 


At the same time, I directed 
that the normal information pro- 
gram in each ‘of the camps con- 
cerned be expanded to insure 
a full understanding on the part 
of the anti-Communist prisoners 
of the position which the U.N. 
Command had taken_jn armistice 
negotiations on the matters per- 
taining to prisoners of war. The 
fact that neither force nor coer- 
cion would be permitted in re- 
patriating prisoners of war was 
reiterated day after day in the 


n hope that it would allay their 


very natural fears and apprehen- 
oes as to their future disposi- 
on, 


In addition, f directed those of 
my commanders concerned with 
the security of these prisoners of 
war to devise control measures, to 
include riot control tactics. All 
my directives on these subjects 
had the full concurrence of my 
superiors in Washington. 

Because the ROK government 
has unilaterally and without pre- 
vious notice abrogated its prom- 
ises voluntarily given and be- 
cause of the collusion, defection 
and desertion of some ROKA se- 
curity force units, large numbers 
of anti-Communist prisoners of 
war have broken out of their 
camps and are now dispersed 
throughout South Korea, with 
apparent support and assistance 
from the ROK government. Such 
measures as are practicable are 
being taken to effect their return. 

The action taken by President 
Rhee and the officials of his gov- 
ernment in making possible the 
mass breakout of these many 
thousands of prisoners has been 
a deep and personal disappoint- 
ment to me and to my entire 
command. It has given rise to 
wholly unfounded suspicions of 
collusion on the part the ROK 
government and U. N. C. to cir- 


cumvent or abrogate the prisoner 
of war agreement recently reach- 
ed at Panmunjom. There has 
been no such collusion nor has 
the U.N.C. in any way been a 
party to this completely unau- 
thorized action. The entire te- 
sponsibility rests squarely upon 
President Rhee and the govern- 
ment of Korea.

SEOUL, June 22 (AP)}—United 
States Sabre jet . pilots today 
blasted six Communist MIGs from 
the North Korean skies, 

Col. Robert Baldwin of Sher- 
man Oaks, Calif., qualified as a 
jet ace by downing his fifth MIG. 
He is the thirty-fifth jet ace of 
the Korean war. 
Ground action was light except 
for continued pounding by the 
Reds against South Korean lines 
an the east-central front. 


The Fifth Air Force said three 
Russian-built MIG jets were de- 
stroyed and two others damaged 
by Sabres shielding Allied fighter- 
bombers hitting a communications 
center northwest of Sakchu, near 
the Manchurian border. 7 

The fighter-bomber pilots re- 
ported they destroyed the main 
buildings of a communications re- 
lay station. 

Later in the day, deadly Sabres 
knocked down three more MIGs 
while protecting planes pounding 
a rail bridge near Pyongyang, 
capital, of North Korea. 

Air Force, Navy and Marine 
planes also pounded Red positions 
on the muddy battlefront. 

After a night-long see-saw fight, 
raiders of the South Korean 
Eighth Division recaptured a dom- 
inant hill on Red-held Finger 
Ridge, at the west flank of last 
week’s big Communist offensive. 
United States troops near the 
Panmunjom truce site had a brief 
long range small arms battle with 
perhaps a company of Chinese ‘in 
the heaviest action on the western 
front in two weeks. 

The lull on the key western 
front has been unusual. Each 
day the communique has been re- 
porting only two, three and four 
contacts among squad size groups 
this along a front manned by at 
least 200,000 Chinese and South 
Korean troops. 

Five planes, presumably Cam- 
munist, flew over the Seoul area 
Sunday night but did not drop 
any bombs. 

Correspondent William C. Bar- 
nard, who was visiting a nearby 
prisoner-of-war camp, said one 
plane hovered over the camp for 
15 minutes,

. Judiciary Committee. 


Ford denied he made such an 
agreement. He said he did not 
even believe an agreement ever 
existed. 

Sullivan, however, said that 
while he was preparing te go to 
trial to defend Olson against crim- 
inal charges he got a telephone | 
call from Washington. 

“IT was told the caller was Pey- | 
ton Ford and he asked me if Dr. | 
Olson would plead guilty and ac- 
cept a $35,000 settlement.” 

Sullivan said he would not 
agree to have Olson plead guilty. 

Then, the witness continued, 
the caller asked him if he would 
agree to a $35,000 settlement of 
civil liability and enter a plea 
of no contest to the criminal 
charges. ' 

Saying that he would, Sullivan | 
said the caller told him he would | 
hear from the Goverfiment and 
he later received a call from Vic- 
tor Anderson, then United States | 
district. attorney. Anderson died 
later in 1948. 

As a result, Sullivan said, he 
entered the no-contest plea. for 
Olson the next day, Feb. 2, 1948. 
In May, Olson was fined $10,000 
and given a suspended sentence. | 

The House subcommittee is in- | 
vestigating the administration of 
the Department of Justice during 
the Truman Administration. 

It first heard of an alleged 
agreement in the Olson case 
when questioning T. Lamar Cau- 
dle, former assistant attorney 
general in charge of tax cases.

Be careful to choose a healthy, 
well-finished bird with a broad 
well-filled breast and a waxy, 
fresh appearance. There should 
be a moderate amount of fat 
under the skin over the entire 
carcass, so that the bird has a 
creamy color, 

er the chicken has been 
eviscerated it is most important 
that it be cooled in chipped ice 
or at a temperature of 39 degrees. 
This should be done within one- 
half hour after killing. The liver 
should be cooled separately and 
wrapped separately when freez- 
ing; kidneys and lungs must be 
removed.

WASHINGTON, June 22 (AP) 
~The United States has decided 
to offer separate arms aid agree- 
ments to Arab governments in a 
move to bolster the strategic Mid- 


dle East against Communism. 
American ambassadors will be 
instructed, as soon as Congress 
makes money available, to Totify 
Arab nations of United States will- 
ingness to begin such negotiations. 
This new approach toward the 
Middle East defense problem re- 
flects the State Department's be- 
lief that it will be impossible to 
link’ Arab governments to an 
American- ed Middle East de- 


_Alliance Urged for 2 Years, 


For more than two years, the 
United States, Britain, France and 
Turkey have been urging Arab 
nations to join them in a formal 
defense alliance. 

The Arab bloc of nations, part- 
ly because it is backing Egypt in 
its bitter arguments with Britain 
and also because of fear of Israel, 
has refused to start negotiations. 

Top American officials empha- 
size that the proposed separate 
military aid agreements are 
looked on only as a stopgap move 
and not as a substitute for a for- 
mal Middle East pact. That will 
remain a long-term objective. 

The American Government will 
try to negotiate separate arms aid 
agreements in the near future be- 
cause of the urgent need of mov- 
ing some modern military equip- 
ment into the area to guard 
against possible Communist ag- 
gression. 

To qualify for gift American 
weapons, however, nations must 
sign pledges they will back the 
Western countries in the Eastern 
struggle. 

Military Misston, Publicity. 


They must also agree to accept 
a small American military mission 
which will teach the local armed 
forces how to use American weap- 
ons and provide adequate public- 
ity for the operation. 

Countries reportedly interested 
in such deals include Egypt, Is- 
rael, Iraq, Syria, Lebanon and 
Jordan. 

All nations which would get 
American weapons would have to 
pledge to use them only in self- 
defense and not for any aggres- 
sive purposes, such as renewing 
the Arab war against Israel. 

The success of the American 
plan depends to a large extent on 
whether Congress makes awailable 
$100,000,000 requested by Presi- 
dent Eisenhower for military aid 
to the Middle East. 

A House committee has refused 
to approve money for this pur- 
pose but a Senate committee has 
approved.such a sum.

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Subpena Justice Clark 


The House Judiciary Committee would have 
been justified in issuing an immediate subpena 
to Justice Clark to appear before the Keating 
subcommittee now investigating the record of 
the Department of Justice. It will surely send 
him a formal summons when it Meets again. 

Whether Justice Clark would have to comply 
with the subpena ig not a matter to control the 
committee’s decision. How could a Supreme 
Court Justice fail to comply? How could a man 
who sits on the highest bench of the land re- 
fuse to answer fair and proper questions as to 
his conduct of the Department of Justice while 
a member of the Cabinet? 

The notion that the judicial branch would be 
compromised in some way is poppycock. The 
Supreme Court has declared acts of Congress 
unconstitutional. It has told the President that 
he did not have the power to do certain things 
—sgeize the steel industry, for example. In turn 


Congress could reduce the size of the Supreme 


Court as well as enlarge it. The separation of 
powers in the Federal Government is not abso- 
lute and never was intended to be. 

Should Justice Clark be summoned and then 
refuse to go before the committee he would show 
himself in much the same light as Federal Dis- 
trict Judge Louis E. Goodman of San Francisco. 
Judge Goodman, who was mentioned in connec- 
tion with a tax scandal, refused to testify on the 
grounds that his answers would make the judi- 
ciary subservient to the legislative branch. 

If any distinction is to be made it should be 
against Justice Clark. He does not need to 
be questioned as to his conduct while on the 
Supreme Court. He needs to be asked about his 
stewardship, from 1945 to 1949, of the execu- 
tive department which is charged with the 
enforcement of the federal laws fairly and in 
the interests of all the American people. 

The federal bench should not be badgered by 
committees bent on political fishing expeditions. 
On the other hand, it should not be a refuge or 
a hideout. If Judges and Justices are considered 
above the law, who knows but what our courts 
will be loaded with corruptionists given sanctu- 
ary by political Presidents? 

There are many citizens who believe that Tom 
C. Clark was appointed to the Supreme Court 
in 1949 to give him protection against congres- 
sional investigation. In fairness to his colleagues 
on the highest court, Mr. Clark should make it 
clear to the country that he is not now hiding 
behind his judicial robes. 

Justice Clark should tell what he knows 
about the 1946 Kansas City vote thefts and the 
half-hearted, limited investigation. He should 

“tell what he knows about dubious tax settle- 
ments and other questionable cases that arose 
in his tenure in the Truman Cabinet. 

Justice Clark should now be summoned and 
he should answer it positively and promptly.

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Wild Bill Belongs to Abilene 

Since South Dakota snatched the bones of 
the old chief Sitting Bull from North Dakota, 
retribution was bound to come. Now Kansas 
wants Dakota, South, to return the remains of 
Wild Bill Hickok to Abilene, 

Wild Bill was as much a part of Abilene as 
Dwight D. Eisenhower. That is, the latter was 
born in Texas but grew up in Abilene. Wild Bill 
was born in La Salle county, III., but, largely 
by shooting Texas desperadoes, cleaned up Abi- 
lene so thoroughly that a youngster could grow 
up there to become President. 

Hickok’s appearance belied his nickname. He 
was a handsome man of delicate features and 
a low voice. But before he was 20 he was fight- 
ing with the Kansas jayhawkers for a free state, 
and soon thereafter was a scout for the Union 
forces in Missouri and Arkansas. The Confed- 
erates captured him as a spy more than once 
but he always escaped. 

After that Hickok joined the roster of Kan- 
sas plainsmen, along with Wyatt Earp and Jack 
Stillwell and other scouts and marshals of the 
cow towns. In Hays, Wild Bill shot down three 
men who attacked him. He only moved to Abi- 
lene because that town was more in need of a 
quick hand with a Colt. And his body lies in 
Deadwood, S.D., simply because he was shot in 
the back there while on a brief visit. 

If South Dakota can claim Sitting Bull, then 
Wild Bill Hickok belongs to Kansas. The fact 
that some of its most noted products were born 
elsewhere worries Kansas not one whit. It is still 
a young state, firmly convinced that it attracted 
only the best people. Wild Bill was one. 
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Brighter Light on Goyernment 

President Eisenhower has proposed a new 
information security order to let the people 
know more about what their Government is 
doing. This is a healthy idea. It should do away 
with the inexcusably sweeping security order of 
the Truman Administration. . 

Mr. Truman's order allowed every Govern- 
ment department the right to “classify” informa- 
tion and thus keep it from the press and the 
people. Assuredly the Government has to pro- 
tect defense and other secrets involving national 
security. But it is hard to see why it was given 
to the Wildlife Service, for example. 

The Truman order allows virtually unlimited 
room to cover up information about what Gov- 
ernment is doing. And if the classification au- 
thority were misused for devious purposes, even 
that could be hidden from the public. ° . 

So President Eisenhower logically proposes 
to take this authority away from 29 agencies 
which have little to do with security problems. 
The classification power would be retained for 
heads of 16 agencies which do deal with nation- 
al security. a 3 
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is put into effect. The result ought to light up 
some dark corners where light is not only harm- 
less but essential to public knowledge. 
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Revolt in Street and Heart 

Rebellion still seems to de simmering in the 
Russian sector of Berlin and in some other spots 
in East Germany. The spontaneous violence 
of last week has subsided, but by their own 
drastic actions the Russians show that they have 
not yet gained full control of the situation. 

And. of course, they never will—except per- 
haps in the physical sense. Tanks and machine- 
guns, secret police and informers can be quite 
effective against unarmed demonstrators, given 
a little time. But they cannot extirpate the 
spirit of rebellion. 

The Communist legend that East Germany 
had been made over into a willing satellite has 
crashed in a thousand fragments. Having 
learned how to bide their time under the Hitler 
dictatorship, the East Germans gave the Rus 
sians an easy impression of docility. But by 
now the masters of the Kremlin must have 
been deeply shaken in their confidence in the 
appearance of things. 

In one sense, it may be easy to exaggerate 
the effects of the anti-Communist outbursts. 
Guns and troops can take care of them. Never- 
theless, it must be painfully clear to the Rus- 
sians by now thet they engaged in no easy task 
when they undertook to keep Eu like the 
East Geramans, the Poles and the\Czechs in a 
state of Asiatic semi-slavery. 

Where the Russians hoped that they were 
building bulwarks of defense, ‘they may well 
have taken their greatest risks. 
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Economy or Politics? 

The St. Louls Chamber of Commerce has 
made a strong case against the Treasury Depart- 
ment’s plan to abolish the St. Louis district In- 
ternal Revenue office and combine it with the 
office at Omaha. 

The Treasury claims the transfer is an econo- 
my move, But the unvarnished fact is that more 
income tax business originates in Missouri alone 
than in the eight other states, including Nebras- 
ka, which the Omaha office would handle. More- 


- over, a majority of the cases coming to the dis- 


trict appellate division originate in Missouri, 
particularly in St. Louis, and it may be neces- 
sary to create a special appellate division here. 

The Chamber of Commerce did not say 80, 
but some may well wonder whether the move 
is dictated by reasons of economy or the fact 
that Missouri's two Senators are Democrats, 
while Nebraska's are Republicans. 
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A Time of Change 

There is nothing dulcet in the tones of the 
new organ out at the ball park for the outraged 
reader who denounced it in our letters column 
the other day.

There does not seem 
to be much baseball for baseball's sake any 
mare. It seems to have become just another 
selling medium for radio and TV advertisers. 
And maybe we will have to accept the organ—. 
especially since Ebbets Field in Brooklyn, the 
stronghold of baseball virility, has become the 
scene of symphonic offerings.

Naming of the proposed 1200-unit public 
housing project near City Hospital-in memory 
of the late Joseph M. Darst is a choice most 
appropriate.

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Sale on Dried Peas

A public lands subcommittee of the 


House Committee on Interior and Insular | 


Affairs has heard proponents and oppo- 
nents of a bill, H.R, 4023, introduced by 
Representative Wesley A. D’Ewart, of 
Montana, “to provide for the revision of 
the public land laws.” 


(An identical bill, S. 1491, has been 
introduced in the Senate by Senators 
Hugh Butler of Nebraska and Frank A. 
Barrett of Wyoming.) 


The average layman, upon reading this 

- bill, would probably not see in its cleverly- 
worded text anything frightening. In fact, 
the title of the bill is designed in part 
to give it a beneficent flavor—"“. .. to 
provide for the orderly use, improvement 
and development of the federal lands. 


But don’t be fooled! The primary intent 
of the legislation is to set up a tight 
monopoly in the use of the federal lands 
on which livestock are permitted to graze. 


Let us take the national forests as an 
example. At present some 24,000 stock- 
men, mostly in the Western states, have 
permits to graze cattle or sheep on those 
portions of the national forests — some 
80,000,000 acres—which are suitable for 
grazing. 


Privilege Becomes a Right 


This grazing use is granted by the For- 
est Service, under broad regulations and 
policies established by the Secretary of 
Agriculture, as a privilege to ranchers ad- 
jacent to the national forests who need 
the forage produced on these federal areas 
to round out their yearlong livestock op- 
erations. 

The grazing permits require the pay- 
ment of an annual fee per head of stock 
and the observance of rules and regula- 
tions designed to conserve the forage value 
of the lands and prevent damage to other 
uses and values of the national forests. 

Bear in mind that this use of the na- 
tional forests is actually and legally a 
privilege—not a right. At present, no in- 
dividual cag demand the right to graze 
on these lands. 

But it is the intent of the stockmen’s 
bill to change this—to fix it so that where- 
ever the Secretary of Agriculture permits 
grazing as a proper use of the national 


forests, he must continue to grant the . 


privilege only to those enjoying it now, 


or to successors to be selected exclusive- 


ly by the present users. * 


For this right to pass their privilege 


along to their chosen successors, present 
and future users would be able to exact 
huge cash bonuses from the successors, 


so valuable is the national forest grazing.

Another feature of the bill is intended 
to prevent the of Agriculture 
from making any ch in the boundaries 
of present range allotments — areas on 
which individual permittees are authorized 
to graze their stock — regardless of the 
reasonableness of present boundary lines. 

Another selfish purpose of the bill is 
to give the grazing permittee the exclusive, 
benefit of any increase in the grazing 
capacity (number of stock the allotment 
will support) even though the increase is 
due solely to Government expenditures, 
such as for reseeding the range,

And, finally, the bill would make it 
possible for a permittee to have recourse 
to the courts whenever he chose to dis- 
pute an administrative decision of the Sec- 
retary — except those made to prevent 
overgrazing or to accommodate some other 
use. This could grievously impair the ad- 
ministrative responsibility the Secre- 
tary to administer the nati forests in 
the interest of all the people.
